The Republican party 1ms for many) 


ream declared for the principle of pro 
tectiou. It baa yet to give platform 
sanction to a single schedule. Princi- 
ples endure; details of their nppllca- 
;lon must necessarily change with the 
ever changing conditions of human af- 
fairs. The American theory of protefir 
3on Is that our tariffs shall nourish 
a weak industry until it is strong; that 
our tariffs shall prevent the foreign 
producer from using his accumulated 
capital to win the American market 
from an ^American industry by under- 
selling it here until it is driven to the 
wall. 


It is nonsense to talk about "general 


tariff revision" or "tariff reduction" 
while the Republican party endures in 
vigorous strength, but it is not at all 
unlikely that the Republican party, as 
;he champion of protection, will make 
certain readjustments of schedules 
that will help to preserve the protec- 
tive principle. This it may be expected 
:o do from time to time with the samo 
courage and care that have always 
marked its action as affecting the 
inaucial and. industrial welfare of the 
people, and there Is excellent reason 
:o believe that about the first schedule 
to be taken up will be that affecting 
steel and iron. 


I* is some years since Mr. Carnegie 


declared that American steel no longer 
needed protection, and it 5s some 
months since Mr. Rchwsb, president of 
the United States Steel corporation, de- 
clared that his company could lay 
down steel billets in England at $10 
per ton. But the price of steel billets 
remains in the neighborhood of $27 
per ton, just a little below the import- 
ing point. Holler plate luis for months 
stood but 5 cents below the point of 
profitable importation. Two or three 
times of late the price of tubes has 
reached the point at which they could, 
be shipped in from abroad and pay 
the duty. And what is true of these 
is true of all the common forms of iron 
and stool that are used us raw material 
by the manufacturers of hardware, ma- 
chinery, implements, cutlery and all 
the manifold finished forms of iron 
and steel. Mr. Schwab made the state- 
ment a few evenings ago at Chicago 
that conditions in the steel trade would 
justify an advance of 20 per cent all 
along the line, but that it would not 
be made lest industry be discouraged. 
Such an advance could not possibly be 
made without bringing to this country 
the Bill-plus stocks of iron arid steel 
German manufacturers arc trying hard 
to unload and tempting importations 
from Belgium and Great Britain. Bel- 
gian and British manufacturers can 
turn out steel billets at from $18 to $1!) 
per ton. It h? nonsense to imagine that 
the United States Steel corporation and 
the lesser steelmaking concerns that 
work in entire harmony with it would 
permit the importation of British, Bel- 
gian or German steel und iron when 
they can undersell them in their own 
market. As the case stands, then, the 
manufacturers of the multitudinous 
forms of linished iron and steel and 
their consumers are together contribut- 
ing to the cotters of the United States 
Steel corporation, the Republic Iron 
and Steel company, .Tones & Laughlins, 
Colorado Iron and Fuel, Schloss-Shef- 
field and others almost the full amount 
of the tariff and will continue to do so as 
long as the tariff on steel and iron exists 
and the present stiff demand continues. 


Do they get their money back in 


protection for themselves? 
Possibly 


sonic of them do, but the great major- 
ity of them do not. The American 
manufacturers of typewriters, of bicy- 
cles, of agricultural implements, of 
electrical machinery, of machine tools, 
of engines and of various foundry 
products feel the protection on their 
products just about as much as does 
the Kansas farmer the protective duty 
on corn. With some of them freight 
rates give almost as effective protec- 
tion of their home market as they give 
to the makers of brick, while others 
find their real protection in the im- 
mense superiority of their product over 
that of foreign competitors. 
Given 


anything like anvequal chance in a neu- 
tral market, and the American agri- 
cultural implement, the American ma- 
chine tool, the American steam or gas 
engine, the American locomotive, the 
American typewriter and the Ameri- 
can electrical generator and motor will 
drive similar products made abroad 
out of the running in less time than it 
takes to tell about it by their superior 
quality of design and workmanship. 
Fully aware of the fact that the pros- 
perity of one affects in greater or less 
degree the prosperity of all,' all these 
manufacturers have stood manfully by 
the protective principle for the' fuller 
development of our basic resources in 
Iron and steel, feeling comparatively 
safe in the regulation of prices for 
tiieir raw materials by home competi- 
tion. But there Is no longer competi- 
tion in the home market, and they are 
demanding— some of them with great 
insistence— that they be relieved of this 
tribute to an industry now concentrat- 
ed in the strongest bands in .the world 
and amply able to bold its own in the 
world's markets.

The C*re of 


A woman who knows all about flowers 


and their care has compiled the following 
rules for keeping cut flowers: 


The ends ot tbe stems of all flowers 


chould b« cut off before they are plated 
in water. It is better to strip the leaves 
from that part ol the stem which will be 
immersed. 


Do not allow the ends of the stems to 


rest on tbe bottom of tbe vase. 


In cutting the ends, snip them off at 


right angles to the stalk. 


Change the water each day and at the 


same time again cut the ends ot the 
flower stems. 
i 


Do not place flowers near or under 


lights—gas or lamp—when it can be 
avoided. 


Maidenhair fein should be kept rolled 


up in moistened paper and on the ice, or 
with the stems in the water in a coo! 
placp, until readj for use. In this way it 
will last for some time. 


Mignonette is generally grown in a cool 


house and for this reason often droops 
\shen first placed in a heated rooui. It is 
well to put it in the icebox, in water, for 
a time, \vken it will icvive, "harden," 
and if properly cared for each day last 
a long time. 


Manj flo^seis do more satisfactorily if 


placed in \\ater with the chill off until 
the stems have become filled and art 
then allowed to stand in an ice chest or j 
very cool place for a time. Roses will oc- j 
casionally revive if placed in ice water— " 
always with the ends of the stems pre- 
viously cut. 
; 


Never place cut flowers in a draft or in 


sunlight. 


Hxyw to Gather. 


Tjaylng gathers is a time honored opera- 


tion, as irritating and cervo wearing as 
it is necessary. Since learning to accom- 
plish the same icsult in a far easier wny, 
the present writer has taught the knack 
to several fiiends, and all, without excep- 
tion, are enthusiastic. Use a ions, strong 
needle; that is, a coarser one than you 
\\ould ordinarily use for the A\oik in 
hand. Gather tbe needle full, keeping 
the thimble finger at the eye of the 
needle, so that no stitches escape on to 
the thread. When you can foice on no 
moie cloth, still holding the thimble in 
place, with the thumb and first finger 
hold the gathers firmly on to the needle 
at the point end. With the left thumb 
and first and second fingers pull the gath- 
ers, two or three at a time, straight down 
from the needle with a swinging motion, 
sliding the fingers under the material and 
pulling down with the thumb, beginning 
at the left and working toward tbe right 
When the work is slipped on to the 
thread, it will be as Oat as if each gather 
had 
been 
painfully "scratched" 
into 


place. The two processes are practically 
accomplished in one, and after a few 
trials and with a little patience you will 
never go back to the "good old way."— 
Good Housekeeping.

ing business men, settled the monetary 
iiolicy of the country on the gold basib. 
They understood that a cheap money 
craze, like iiny other fever, dies out in 
time and felt sure that the result of 
tho election would sooner or later he 
written into the law of the land. There 
was, therefore, no longer serious ap- 
prehension or hesitation, and tlie in- 
vestment of capital in productive in- 
dustry was begun on u bcalc hitherto 
unheard of in' this or any other coun- 
try.

This 
measure permits national banks to is- 
sue notes against their general—assets 
up to 10 per cent of their capitnJ on 
the payment of a suiaJl tax, up to 20 
per cent on tho payment of a still lar- 
ger tax and up to SO per cent on th * 
payment of a tax so onerous that such 
notes would come out only iu case of 
serious emergency and would be driv- 
en back to the banks of issue as soon 
as the emergency were over SFbe pro- 
posed asset currency is fortified by a 
guarantee fund provision that would 
amply secure the notes of failed banks. 


The general proposition of an elastic 


credit currency looks toward th* relief 
'of the borrower of money, the equaliz- 
ing and steadying of interest rates and 
the elimination of any such possibili- 
ties as "money corners." Tirae has 
been, and often, when wealth, was 
plentiful in the country, but money 
was exceeding scarce.
